SIR, 


He many Civilities which you are ſtill pleaſed to continue to 

me,and my very great detire to anſwer them in the worthieſt 

teſtimonies of my zeal for your ſervice, muſt make my beſt A- 

pologiefor this manner of Addreſs ; if out of an extream af- 

f.&ion for your noblelt Intereſt, I ſeem tranſported alittle up» 

on your firſt refle&ions, and am madeto deſpiſe the conſequence of en- 

tertaining you with ſuch Truths,as are of the greateſt danger to my ſelf, 

but of no leſs import to your happineſs, and, which carry with them the 

moſt indelible Chara&ers of my Friend{hip. For ifas the Apoſtle af- 

firms, For a good man ſome would even dare to die, why ſhould my Charity 

be prejudged, if hoping to convert you from the error of your way, I 

deſpair not of rendring you the Perion for whole preſervation there will 
be nothing too dear for me to expole, 

I might with reaſon believe thatthe firſt ele&ion of the Party wherein 
you ſtood engaged, proceeded from inexperience and the miſtake of your 
zeal z nor to ſay from your compliances to the paſſions of others; be- 
cauſe 1 both knew your education,and how obſequious you have alwayes 
ſhewed your (elf ro choſe who had chen the dire&ion of you 3 Bur when 
afrer the cxample of their converiton, upon diſcovery of the Impoſtures 
which perverted them ; and the ſignal indignacion of God,upon the fe- 
veral Pericds which your eyes have lately beheld, of the bloudieſt Tyra* 
nies, and moſt prodigious oppreſlors that ever any age of the world pro- 
duc*,I ſee you ſhill periift in your courſe,and that you have turn*d about 
with every revolution which has hapened, when I conſider, what con 
traditions you haveſwallowed, how deeply you have ingaged, how ters 

vilely you have flatter'd, and the baſe, and mean ſubmiſſions by whick 
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on diſhonoured your ſelf, and itained your noble Family; not to 
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Af@ention the leat refinement of your Religion or moraticy- ( belides that 

#;. you have till preſerved a civility for me, who am ready to acknowledge 

” it,andnever merited other from you) I fay, when [ ſeriouſly refl:& upon 
all this ; I cannor bur luſpec che integrity of your procedure,deplore the 
{fadnelſs of your condition, and reolve to attempt the diſcovery of it to 
you,by all the in{tances, which an atle&ion perfte&tly touch'r with a zeal 
for your eternal intercſt can produce. - And who can tell , burit may 
pleaſe Almighty God, to affeCt yu yer by a weak inſtrument , who have 
reliſted ſo many powerful imdications of his dilpleaſure at your proceed- 
mgs, by the event of things? _ | 

For, ſince you are apt torecriminate,and after you have boaſted of the 
proſperity of your cauſe,and the thriving of your wickednels (an Argue» 
ment far better becoming a Mah»metan then a C9. i/tian) let us ſtare the 
matteralittle, and compare particulars together; let us go back to the 
ſource,and ſearch the very pvinciples; and then lecyif ever any cauſe had 
like ſucceſle indeed ; and whether it be a juſt reproach co your Enemies, 
that the judgements of God have begun wich them, whilit you know not 
yer, where they may determine. 

Firſt then., be pleaſed ro look North-wards upon your Brethren the 
Scots,who being firſt inſtigated by chat crafty Cardin Richlien to diſturb 
the groth of the incomparable Church of Englund, and (o,conle zuently the 
tranquility of a Nation,whoſe expedition ac the [{le of R-,gaveterrour to 
the French) made Reformation their precenc:,to grat.fic their own ava= 
rice incroduce themſclves,and a more then Babyloni/ Tyranie . impoling 
upon the Church and ſtate, beyond all impudence or example. I ſay, look 
upon what they have gotten, by deceiving their brethren, telling their 
King, betraying his ſon,and by all cheir perlidie; but a ſlavery more then 
Epyptian,and an infamy as unparaleld,as cheir creaſon and ingraticude, 

Look nearer home on thoſe whom they had ingaged among us here,and 
tell me if there be a Perſon of them letc,that can ſhew me his prize,unleſs 
ic bethat of his (acriledge,which he,or his Nepnews/muſt certainly vomit 
up again: What is become of this ignorant aud furious zeal, this pretence 
of an univerſal perfeftion in the Keligious and the Secular, after all chat 
blood and Treature,Rapine and Injuſt:ce, which has been exhaulted, and 
perpetrated by theſe ſons of Thunder ? Where is the King, whom they 
ſwear to make {o glorious, but meant it in his Mzrtyrdome ? Where is the 
Clafſis, and the Aﬀem' ly,the Lay-elder; all chat geare of Scotiſh diſci- 
pline,and the fine new Trinkets of Reformation ? Were not all chele ta- 
ken out of their hand, while now they were in the height of their prideand 
triumph ? And their dull General made to (ſerve the execution of their 
Soveraign,and then to be turned off himlelfas a property no more of uſe 

;- to their delignes ? Their riches, and their ſtrength in which they truſted, 
and the Parliament which they even idolized, in ſum, the prey they had 
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by thoſe very inftrumente, which they had raiſed to ſerve their inſatiable 
avarice, and prodigious difloyalty, For fo ir pleaſed God to chaltiſe thcir 


implacable perſecution of an excellent Prince, wich a flavery under fuch a' 


Tyrant, as not being contented to butcher even ſome upon the Sc: ff 1d, 
ſold divers of them for Slaves, and others he exiled into crucll baniſhment, 
without pretence of Law, or the Jeaſt commiſeration ; that thoſe who bc- 
fore had no mercy on others, might find none themſelves 3 rill upon ſome 
hope ot their repentance, and future moderation, it plcaſed God to put 
bis hook into the noſtrils of that proud Leviathan, and ſend him to his 
place , after he had thus mortificd the fury of the Presbyterians, For un» 
Icfſc God hifnſelfe ſhould utter his voyce from Heaven, yea, and that a 
mighty voyce , can there any thin in the world be more evident, then his 
indignation acthole wretches and bare fa& Impoſtors , who, one after ano» 
ther, uſurped upon us, taking them off at the very point of atpiring, and 
precipitating the glory and ambicion of theſe men, before thoſe that 
where, but now , their adorers, and that had profiitured their conſci in» 
ccs to (ervetheir Jults? To call him the Moſes , the Man of God, the Foſhua, 
the Savicur of Tſraely and aftcr allthis, to trezt the Thing his ſon with 
addretscs no leis then U:ſphemous, whoſe Father (as themſelves conteſs 
to be the moſt infamous Hvpocrite , and prcfi-gate Arh-itt of all the U'ur- 
pers that ever any age produced.) nad made them his Valsals , and would 
have intaile$them (o to his poltcrity for ever ? 

But bchold the (cean is again changed , not by the Royal! party, the 
Common Encmy, or a forrcign power ; buc by the def; icable Kumpe of a 
Parliament, which that Aorntebanke had tormerly ſerved himiclt of, and 
bad raiſed him to that pirch, and inveftiture : Bur ſee withall, how ſoon 
thee triflers and puppets of policy arc blown away, with all their pack 
of modells and ichildiſh Chimera's nothing remaining ot them bur their 
Ccuffinc, guarded by the Souldicrs at Wettminſterz bu: which is yet leſs 
empty then the heads of thole Politicians,which fo lacely tecmed to fill it, 

For the reſt, | deſpiſe to blot paper with a recitall of thoſe wreiched Iu- 
terluves, Farces and Fantaſmes, which appeared in the ſeveral intcrvallsz 
becauſe they wrre nothing but the «ff: &s of an extreme giddiuels, and 
unparallcl'd I:vity. Yet theſe are thoſe various diipenſations and pros 
videnccs in ycur journcy to that bely land of purchaſes 2nd prohts, to 
which you have irom time to time appealed tor the Juſtification of your 
proceedings , whil-ſt they were, indeed, no other then the maniicſt judgs 
ments of God upon your rebellion and your ambition : 1 ſay nothing of 
your hypocritical teſts , and pretended humiliztions , previous to the ſucs 
cecding plats, and \uppohcions Revclations , rhat the godly might fall into 
the hands of your Captainsg b<caule they were buz; bears , and became ridicus 
lous, cvcn 19 the cormmon peopl:s 


And now Sir, if you plee(c,1:t us begin to fer down the produRt end o- 
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contended for atthe ex5yence of ſo much ſin'and damnation, ſcized upon *-g 
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vey the {ucceſſe of your patty; (4) after all theſe faces and vertigos, 
> A ingenioully,if the ſingl: chaftiſcment which is fallen upon one afflict= 
man , and his Joyall (wbjc&s , dittrefſ2d by che common event of war, 
want of treaſure, the {ciſure of his Fleet, forcing him from his City, and 
all the diſadvantages that a pzrfidious people could imagine ; but in hne, 
the crowning him with a glorious Martyrdome for the Church ot God, 
and the liberty of his pzople (for which his blood doth yet cry aloud 
for vengeance) be comparable tv the confulion which you ( that have 

bee the Conqurrours ) have ſuftcred , and the Slavery which you arc like 

to leaveto the poſteritics which will be born but to curſe you,and to groan 

under the pre{$ures which you b<queath to your own ficth and blood? For to 

what a condition you have already reduced this once flouriſhing Kingdome, 

ſince all has been your own , let the intollerable oppreſſions , taxes » Ex- 

ciſes, S:queſtratiuns, Confiſcations, Plunders, Cuſtomes , Decimations, 

not to mention the Plate, even to the very Thimbles, and the Bodkins {for 

even to theſe did your avarice deſcend) and other Bootics ſpeak : All this 

diſſipated and ſquandered away, togratify a few covetous and ambitious 

wretches, whoſe appetites are as deep as hell,and as inſatiable at the graves 

a8 it (as the Wiſc-man ſpeaks) our time here were but a market for gain. 

Look then into the Churches, and the mariners of the people, even a» 
mong(t your own Saints, and tell me, if fince Simon Mayus was upon the 
earth , therc wereever heard of ſo many Schiſmes , and Hereſies, of Jewes 
and Socinians, guakers, Fifth=Monarchy=men, Arians , Anab#ptiits , Inde« 
pendents, and a thon{and ſeverall (cr. of Blaſphemies and profclicd Atheiſts, 
al! of them ſpawned unders your government; and then tell me what a 
Retormation of Religion you have effe&ed? 

Vas there eyerin the whole Earth (not to mention Chriſtendome alone) 
a peij wry ſo prodigious , and yet ſo avowed, as that by which you have ta« 
ken away the cftate of my Lord Craven, at which the very Infidels would 
bluſk, a Tzrk, or Scythian Rtand amaze). 

Under the Sun was it never heard, that a man ſhould be condemned for 
eranſgrcfling no Jaw, but that which was made after the faQt,and abrogated 
aſter execution ; that the Poſterities to come might not be witneſſes of your 
t orrid injuſtice: Yer thus you proceeded againſt my Lord Stafford. How 
many arc thoſe gallant pzrſons,whom after Articles of war, you have butche« 
red in cold blood, violating your promiſes againſt the Lawes of all Nuie 
ons civill, or barbarous; and yerthus you deale in the caſe of my L. Capel, 
Sir 7. Stawel, and others. 

Isnot the wholenation become ſullen and proud, ignorant and {ufpic?- 
ous, incharitable , curit, and in fine, the moſt depraved and perfidious under 
heaven? and whence docs all this proceed, but from the ctf:&s of your 
own examples, and the impunicy of cvill doers ? 

I ncednot tell you how long Juttice has been ſold by the Committees, and 
tic Chaii=men , the Sequeſtrators, and Simoniaca!l Tricrs, not to men= 
ticn 
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” tion the late Courtiers, and a ſwarm ot Publicans who have eaten up the peo 
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ple as if they would eat bread. 

Will you come now to the particular misfortunes, and the evident hand 
of God upon you for theſe ations (for he has not altogether lefc us with» 
out ſome expreſſe witneſſes of his diſpleaſure at your doings. ) Behold 
then your Eſſex and your Warwick, your Mancheſter, Browne þ. Ferfaix , 
and your Waler, ( whom once your Books tiled the Lord of Hoſts) Cal- 
heered, impriſoned, ſuſpe&ted and diigraced after all their ſervic-s, 
Hotham and his Sox came to the block : Stapleton had the burial of an 
Aﬀe , and was thrown into a Town Ditch. brooks and Hamden ſignally 
ſlain in the very a of rebellion and Sacriledge; your atheiltical Doriſlawz 
Aſcam, and the Sodomitical efriba, whom though they elcaped the hand 
of Juſtice, yet Vengeance would not fuffer to live 3; What become of Rainſ+ 
burrow ? Ireton yerithed of the plague , and Hoyle hanged himiclt z Staplie 
died Mad, and Cromwell in a fit of rageingz and if there were any others 
worthy the taking notice of , I ſhould give you a liſt of their names and of 
their deftinics, but it was not known whence they came which ſucceeded 
them; nor had they Ictt any memory behind them, but for their {ignal wick- 
edneſſes, as he that ſct on fire the Epheſian Temple to be recorded a Villainto 
poſterity. Whereas thoſe noble ſouls whom your inhumanity , ( not your 
vertue) betraicd, gave proot of their extrattion, Innocency, Religion 
and Conſtancy under all their Tryals and Tormentors ; and thoſe that di- 
ed by the ſword, fell in the bed of honour, and did worthily: for t'1cir 
Countrey ; their Loyalty and their Religion, will be renowned in the Hiffo» 
ry of Ages, and precious to their memory , when your namcs will rot with 

our Carcafſes, and your remembrance be as dung upon the face of the 
Earth. For there is already no place of Exrope where your infamy is nos 
ſpread, whileſt your perſecuted brethren rejoyce in their ſufferings, can a» 
bound, and can want, bluſh not at their ations, nor arc aſhamed at thcir 
addreſſes, becauſe they have ſuffered for that which their Faith and their 
Birth, their Lawes, and their libertics have celebrated with the moſt glorious 


- Inſcriptions, and everlaſting Elogies. 


And if freſher inſtances of all theſe particulars be required, caſt but your 
eye a little uponthe Armies pretended Plea, which came latcly a birding 'to 
beat the way before th:m, charm the cars of the vulgar , and captivate 
the people z That after all its Pſendo politicks and irreligious Principles , 
is at laſt conſtrained to acknowledge your open and prodigious violations , 
© ſtrange and illegal ations, (as in termes it,conteſſcs ) of taking up 
© armes, railing and forming Armies againſt the King, fighting againkt his 
© perſon, impriſoning, impeaching, arraigning, trying, and cxccu= 
© ting him : baniſhing his Children, aboliſhing Biſhops, Deans and Chaz» 
© ters; taking away Kingly Government, and the Houſe of Lords, break» 
© ing the Crowns, ſclling the J:wcle, Plate, Goods, Houſes and Lands 
© bclonging unto the Kings of this Nation , creQing extraordinary —_— 

ourts 
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6 Courts of Juftice,and therein impzaching, araigning, condemning, and 
6 ex:cuting many pretended notorious Enemi:s to the publique peace's 5 
& when the Liwes in beinz, and the ordinary Courts of Juſtice could nor 
© reach them : by ſtrange and unknown praQtiſes in this Nation, and nor 
6 at all Jaititiabl: by any known; I iw:s and (tatutes, but by certain diabc* 
Jical principlcs of late diſtilled into ſome perſons of the Army, and which, 
he would intitle to the whole, who ( abating ſome of their Commanders, 
that have ſucked the ſweet of this doAXrine) had them never ſo m 
entred into their thoughts , nor could they be fo depraved,, th 
were Maſters onely of the Light of nature to direQ them, 
ſenſe will tell them, that whorver are our lawfull (uperiours, 
with the ſupream Authority, cither by their own virtue, or thi 
due clection, have then a juft right to challenge ſubmiſſion to their 
and that we acquieſ(ce in their determinations 3 fance there is in na 
other expedient to preſerve us from everlaſting confuſion : But it 
height of all impertinency to conceive, that thoſe which arc a part of 
themſelves, and can in fo great a body have no other interefts, ſhould 
tall into ſuch exorbirabitant contradiction to their own good, as a childe 
of four y:ars old would not be guilty of z and as this Phamphlerer wildely 
ſuggelts in pp. 6. 11. 27. &c- did they ſteer their courſe by the known Jaws 
of the Land, and as obedicat Subje&ts ſhould do, who without the King 
and his Peers, arc but the Carcaſs of a Parliament, as defticute of the Soul 
which ({hould inform and give it being. But if fo ſmall a handfull of men 
as appeared in the Palace Yard without confent of a quarter of the Engliſh 
Army, much lc\s of che ten thouſandth part of the tree people that are not 
clad inred, (hall diſturb and alter a Government when itthinks fit to ſet 
zl: a few imperious « fhicers, who plainly ſeck themſelves, and derive 
their Commiſſions from a ſuperiour to whom they ſwear obedience, 
( 1 1nean not hecrethe Rump) who ſhall ever hope, or live to fee any go» 
ernment cltabliſh:d in theſe miſerably abuſed Nations? For | dare report 
my \clt co tothe ingenuity of the very Souldicrs themſelves, it they who have 
eti-Ctc4 all theſe changes by your wretched inſtigations, and blind preten» 
ccs, imagine themſclv<s the people of this Nation , but as a very ſmall por- 
tion of them, compared tothe whole, and who are maintainted by them, 
to recover and proteCt the Civill Government, according to the good old 
Lawes of the Land; not ſuch as they themſclves ſhall invent from day tb 
day, or as the intereſts of ſome few perſuns may engage ther, 


.otliging as they become relative 2 reſtore us then to thoſe under which we 


( as you declire ) areto be the Judges of it , fommon' them together in'a 
Free Parliament, according to irs legall Confliturtion or make a univer 
Blots, an dehen 1;tit appear, it Collone! Lambert and halfe 'a dozen Officers, 
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Bur it the eſsential end of Rulcrs be thecommon peace, and their Lawes 


lived with fo much ſweetneſs and tranquility , as no age in the world, no 
government under heav-n could ever pretend the like, And 'if the people |,

Summe Total, And this ſhall be enough to anſwer thofe devious Principles 
{et down in the Porch of that ſpecions Edifice; which being erre&ed upon 
the Sand, will (like the reſt that has been danbed with untempered morter ) 
- fink alſo at the next high winde that blowes upon it. ButT am glad it 1s 
at laſt avowed, upon what pretexts that late pretended Parliament have 
pleaded on the behalfof themiſelves & party, their diſcharge fromall the 
'F tormer Proteſtations, Engagements, ſolemn Vows,Covenants, with hands 
; ». ( as you lay) lifc up co the moſt high God , as alſo their Gaths and Al- 
"ww  legiance, &c. becauſe 1 ſhail not in this diſcourſe be charged with flan- 
dering of thew,and that the whole World may deteſt the aftions of ſuch 
perfidious infidels,with whom nothing ſacred has remained inviolable. 
But there 1s yet a piece of Artifice behinde,of no leſs conſequence then 
the former,and that 15,a (eeking to perſwadce the prefent Army, that They 
were the men,who firſt engaged thus ſolemn]y to deſtroy theGovernmenc 
under which they were born, and reduce it to this miſerable condition :

Earth , as it cannot be deſpaired but they will one day do, when by the 
goodneſs of Almighty God, they ſhall perfe&ly diſcern through che miſt 
which you have caſt upon their eyes, leſt they ſhould diſcover the Im- 
| poſture of theſe Egyptian Sorcerers, 
But now he comes next to glorifie the late Norchern Expedition, and. 
becauſe it ſhould look more dreadful, he reckons up a horrible Plot of 
the poor Cavaliers conſpiring with Sir Geo, Booth ; whereas (God knowes) 
*twas a thing wholly mannaged by ſome of their own party , whom the

© 1n-ſuptme, to mingle Earth and Heaven by your unarbitrary proceedings : All 
—» ich;noconly your prificed books, this pretended plea; but your Ations 
- Hheveabuniantly declared; have.you not juthfied the Roger pareys” nc 
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prononnced them the only honeſt men which have appeared upon the 
{tage, in CharaQers as plain, that he which runs may read, whilſt yet you 
perlecute them tothe death ? Therefore , thou art inexc»ſable » O man , that 
perperratelt theſe things for woven tho judgeit anther , thor condemueſt 
thy (elf , ſecing thin that judgejt ao2it the ſam? things. B't thin &it thou this, 
O man, that this j.dg ff them wich a9 ſich things, and doejt the ſame, that 
thou (palt eſcape te Vengeance 0 Gd ? I tell you nay, but except y2 repont, y2 
ſoall all likewiſe periſh, 

Truly,Sir, when I compare theſe rhings together, and compare them, I 
do very often conlider the purchaſes which you have made, and the dam- 
nation you have certainly adventured ; the diſpite you have done co the 
name of Chriſt, the laws of Common humanity which you have violated, 
the malice and the folly of your proceedings; i fine,the.confulion which 
you have brought upon the Church, the State, and yourlelves; I adore 
che juſt and righteous judgement of God, and (howloever you may poſſi» 
bly emerge,and recover the preſent rout } had rather be a ſutterer a- 
mong| thoſe whom you have thus afflited,and thus cenſure, then to en- 
joy rhe pleaſures of your lins for that ſeaſon y91 are likely to poſſels them ; 
For if at Angel from heaven ſhould tell me you had done your duties, 
I would no more believe him, then if he ſhould preach another Goſpel, 
then that which has been delivercd tous; becauſe you have blaſphemed 
that holy profeſhon,and done violence to that C racious Spirit, by whoſe 
ſacred diftates you are taught to l:ve in obedience to your luperiours, and 
in charity to one another; covering yet all this Hydra of Impoſtures with 
a ma$k of Piety and Reformation, whileſt you breath nothing but oppreſ= 
ion, and lie in wait todeceive. But O God ! How long ſhall the Adverſariz 
doe this diſhonorr, how long ſhall the enemy !laſpheme thy Nam, for ever ? They 
gather them together againjt the ſorle of the Righteons, and condemne the innocent 
blocd, Ly theſe are the ungod!y, theſe proſper in the IVorld, and theſe have re-= 
ches in poſſeſſion : AndT ſaid, then h.ve I cleanſed my heart in vain, and waſh- 
ed my hands in TIauocency, Tea, and Thad almoit ſaid as they ; But lo, then T 
ſhould have condemned the generation of thy childrez. Thea thought T to undere 
jtand this, but jt was too hand for me, until! T went into the Sanfvary of Gad ; 
tbeu underjiood T the end of theſe mezz, Names horo thou aojt ſet them in ſlippe= 
1 y places, caſtejt them down and doirroy ft them, 

O hor? ſuddenly do they conſume, periſh, and come to a fearful end ! 

We haveleen it, indeed $:r, we have (zen it, and wecannot but acknow- 
ledge it the very finger of God, mirabile in cculis noſtris; and is that, 
truly, which even conſtrains me out of charity to your ſoul, as well as 
out of a deep lenſe of your Honour, and the Friend(hip which I otherwiſe 
bear youzto befcech you to re-enter into yourſelf, roabandon thoſe falſe 
Principles,to withdraw your ſelf from theſe Seducers, to repent of what 
you have done, and ſave your ſelves from this untoward generation : There is 
yer = donor of Repentance open, do not provoke the Majeſtic of the-great 
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God any longer, which yet tenders a Reconciliation to you. Remem- 
ber what was once faid over the periſhing Feruſalem, Hors often world 
I have gathered you together, as @ hen doth gather her brood under her wing 
and ye wo: ld nit * Behbild , your Houle is left rnto you deſolate, »== For do 
not think ic impoſlible, that we ſhould become the moſt abandon'd , an 
tarbarous of all the Nations under Heaven, You know who has ſaid it, 
Fe trrneth a fruitful Land into @ Wilderneſs, for the iniquity of themthat in- 
habit thercin. And truly , he that ſhall ſeriouſly conſider the ſad Cataſtro- 
phe of the Eajtern Empire,{o. flouriſhing in piety,policy, knowledge, litera- 

rure,andall the excellencies of a happy and bletſed people, would almoſt 

think it impoſſible, that in fo few years, and a midft ſo glorious a light, 

learning and Religion , ſoſuddain, and palpable a darkneſs, fo ftrange 

and horrid a barbarity ſhould over-ſpread them, as now we behold in all 

that goodly traft of the Tyrk;Þ dominions : And what was the cauſe of all 

this, bur rhe g:ddinel(s of a wanton people, the Schilms and the Hereſies 
intheChurch, and the proſperous ſucceſſes of a rebellious Impoſtorr , 

whole ſteps we have purſued in ſo many pregnant inſtances, giving conn- 

tenance to thoſe unheard of impieties,and deluſions, as if God be not in- 

finitely merciful, muſt needs involve us under theſame diſaſters? For, while 
there 15 no order in the Church,no body of religion agreed upon,no go- 
vernment cftabliſhed, & that every man is abandon'd to his own deceit- 

ful heart: whilſt learning is decried, and honeſty diſcountenanc?d, rapine 

defended, and vertue hnds no Advocate 3 what can wein reaſon expect, 

butthe moſt direful expreftions of the wrath of God, a univerſal defola- 

tion, when by the induſtry of Sathax and his crafty Emiſaries, ſome de- 

ſperate Enthyſiaſm, compounded (like that of Mahomet ) of Arian, So- 

cinian, Jew, Anabaptiſt, and the impurer Gnoick,, ſomething I ſay 

made up of all the(e hereſies, ſhall diffuſe ic (elf over the Nation, in a 
univerſal contagion, and nothing leſs appear then the Chriſtian which 

we have ingrateftully renounced ?' 

For this plagre is already beginning amongſt us , and there is non? to take the 
Cenſer , and to ſtand between the living and the dead, that we be nit conſumed 
as in a moment ; for there 1s wrath gone out from the Lord, Let us then depart 
from the tents of theſe wicked men (who have brought all this upon us) ard 
ton.ch nothing of theirs, leaſt we be conſumed in all their (nc. 

But you will (ay, the King isnot to be truſted : judge not of others by 
yourſelves; did ever any man obſerve the leaſt inclination of revenge in 
his breaſt ? has he not beſides the innate propenlicy of his own nature to 
genclenels, the {tri injunfions of a dying Fatherand a Mrtyr, to for- 

. give even greater offenders then you are ? Yes, I dare pronounce it with 
confidence,& avoneh it with all :fſurance, that there is not an individual 
amongſt you , whoſe crimes are the moit crimſon , whom he will not be 
mcſt ready to pardon,and graciouſly receive upon their repentznce; nor 
any thing that can be dehired of him , to which he would not cheerfully 
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accommode, for the ſtopping of that torrent of blood, and extream cons 
fuſion , which has hitherto run, and is yet imminent over us. Do but 
reaſen a little with your ſelf, and conider ſadly , wherher a young 
Prince, mortified by ſo many afftli&ions, diſciplin'd by much experience, 
and inſtrufted by the miſcarriages of others , be not the molt excellently 
qualified to govern & reduce a people,who have lo lucceſlc{ly tried (0 ma- 
ny governments of old, impious and crafcy Foxes, that have exerciled 
upon us the moſt intollerable Tyrannies that were ever heard of ? : 

But you obje& further, that he has lived amongſt Papiſts, is vitiouſly 
inclin*d,and has wicked men abour him : What can be {aid more unjuſt- 
ly,what more malicious? And can y9 have the foreheads to rel! us he has 
lived among the Papiſts to his prejudice, who have profcrib*d him from 
Proteltants, perſecuced him from place to place, as a Patridge on the Movn- 
tains * You may remember who once went to Ach1ich the King of Gath, and 
changed his behaviour before them, and fain*d him(elt mad in their han4s; had 
many great infirmities, and was y:t 4 ma after Go4s own heart ; Whilſt the 
Catholick King was your Allie, you ad nothing tc do with Papitts, 18 
was their no crime : God 15 not mocked,away with this reſp: of perſon; : But 
where is it you would have him co be ? The Harder dares not afford 
him harbour, leſt you refuſe them yours ; The French may not give him 
bread for fear of offending you; and unleſs he thould go tothe Indzes, or 
the Turk ( where yet your malice would undoubtedly reach him) where 
can he be ſafe from your revenge? Bur ſuppoſe him in a Papiſt Country, 
conftrained thereto by your incharity to his Soul as well as body ; would 
he have condeſcended to half ſo much, as you have offered fora tollera- 
tion of Papiſts, he needed nor now have made uſe of his Apology , or 
wanted the afſiftance of the moſt puiſſant Princes of Chriitendom, to re- 
ſtore him , of whom he has refuſed ſuch conditions as in prudence he 
might have yielded to, and the people would have gladly received; whilſt 
thole who know with what perſons you have tranſafted , what truck you 
have made with the Feſites , what lecret Papiſts there are amongſt you, 
may eaſily divine why they have been no forwarder toaſfſilt him, and how 
far diſtant he is from the leaſt wavering in his Faith, But fince you have 
now declared that you will tollerate al) Religions, without exception; do 
not think ita {in in him, to gratife thoſe that ſhall moſt oblige hi, 

For his Vertues and Morality,I provoke the moſt refined family in this 
Nation,to produce me a relation of more piety and moderation; ſhew me 
a Fraternity more ſpotleſs in their honour , and freer from the exorbi- 
tances of youth,then thele three Brothers, ſo conſpicuous to all the world 
fortheir Temperance, Magnanimity, Conftancy, and .inderſtanding; a 
friendſhip and humility unparallel'd,and rarely co be found amongtt the 
levereſt perſons, ſcarcely in a private family. It is the malice of a very 
black Soul,and a virulent Renegado( of whom to be commended were the 

uemolt infamy) that has interpreted ſome compliances , to which per- 
ſons 
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ſons in difireſs are ſometimes ks &. - thoſe whom theyconverſe wither 
all, co his Mijeſtics {diſadvantage : whilit theſe filthy dreamers defile the fleſh 

themſelves, a1 thinking it 12 ſin to deſpiſe dominion, ſpeak evill of dignities. and 

of the things which they know nt. But woe unto them, for they have gone in the way 

of Cain, and run greedil) alter the errour of Balaam, for reward, having mens 

perſons in a4miration becauſe of advantage, 

For the reit, 1 tuppule the tame was ſaid of Holy David, when in his 


extreme calamity, he was conltrained ro flye from Saul. For every one + 


that was in diſtreſſe , and every one that was in debt , and every one that 
was diſcontented . gathered themſelves unto him, and be became Captain over 
them. And to this retinus, has your malice and perſecution reduced this 
excellent Prince ; but he that preſerved him in the Wood, and delivered 
David out of all his trogbles , {hall likewiſe in his appointed time, deliver him 
alſo out of thele diftrelſcs. 

| havenow anſwered all your calumniecs, and have bat a word to adde, 
that | may yet incline you to accept of your beſt intereſt , and prevent that 
dreadfull ruinz which your obftinacy docs threaten. Is it not as perſpicus- 
ous asthe Sun, that it lics in your power to reforme his Counſell, intro» 
duce your (elyvzs, make what compolttion you can defire , have all the fc» 
curity that mortall men can imagine, and the greatcft Princes of Europe 
to Ingage in the perfdrwuance? This were becoming worthy men, and ho- 
nourable ind:ed ; this ingenunns (cli-deniall : And it is no diſgrace to 


reform a miſtake, but to perſiſt in it lyes the ſhame. The whole Nation 


require it of you, and theLaws of God command it, you cannot, you 
muſt not defer it, For what can you pretend that will not then. drop mto 
your boſomes ? The humble man will have repoſe, the aſpiring and am» 
bitious honours : The Merchant will be ſecure, Trades immediately re- 
cover, Alliances will be confirm'd, the Laws reflouriſh, tender Confcien- 
ces conlider*d, preſent purchaſes ſatisfied 3, The Souldier payed, main- 
tained and provided for; and what's above OY and 
Charity will revive amongſt us, Mercy and Truth will me#t together, righte« 
onſneſs and peace ſhall kiſs each other, 

But let us now conſider on the other ſide,the confuſion, which muſt of 
neceſſity light upon us if we perſiſt in our rebellion and obſtinacy; We are 
already impoveriſht,and conſum'd with war & the miſeries that attend it; 
you have waſted ourtreaſure, and deſtroyed the Woods, ſpoiled the 
Trade , and (ſhaken our properties; auniverlal animoſity is in the very 
bowels of the Nation; the Parent againſt the Children,and the Children 
againſt the Parents, betraying one another to the death ; Inſumme, if 
that have any truth which our B. Saviour has himſelf pronounced, That 
# Kingdom divided cann#t ſtand, it is impoſſible we ſhould ſubſiſt in the con» 
dition weare reduc'd to. Coniider weagamyhow ridiculous our late pro» 
ceedings have made us to our neighbours; d about us. Their Miniſters 


laugh at our extreme giddineſs, and we leenFegrmock at their — | 
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for no ſooner do their Credentials arrive, Lut brhold the ſcean is changed, 
and the Government is fied, he that now aftcd King, left a fool in his 
place, and they Rand amaz:d atnur Buffoonery and madneſle, 

Vhat then m1y we imagine will be the produdft of all thele diſadvant:- 
ges, When the Nutionsthat deride and hateus, ſhall beunited for our d - 
ſiruRtion; and that the harveſt is ripe for the ſickle of their fury ? ſhall we 
not certainly be a prey to an incvicable ruine, having thus weakened cur 
ſelvcs by a brutiſh civil war, and cut oft thoſe glorious Hero's, the wile 
and the valiant, whoſe courage ia ſuch a calamity we (hill in vain implorec, 
that would bravely have ſacrificed themſelves for our delivery 7 Let us rc» 
member how often we have ſerved a forraign people, and that there is no« 
thing (0 confident, but a provoked God can overthrow. 

For my part, I tremble, but to conſider what may be the ifſue of theſe 
things , when our iniquitics are full, and that God ſhall Take inquiſi ion 
for the blood that has been (pile; unlefle we ſuddenly mect him by an 
unfcigned repentance,and turn from all the abominations by which we have 
provoked him; And then, it is to bz hoped , thas he who would have 
componnded with the Father of the faithfull, had there been but ten Righte- 
ous men in Sodous ; and that ſparcd Nineveh that populous and great City; 
will yet have mercy on us, hcarxcen to the prayers, and bave regard tothe 
tearcs of ſo many Millions of people, who day ind night do intercede 
wich him: The Frieifs and Miniſters of the Lord, weeping between the Porch 
and the Altar, and ſayiug, Spare thy people O Lord, ſpare thy People , and give 
aot thine Inheritance to reproach. 

And now | have laid what was upon my Spirie for your ſake, when , for 
the (atis{a&ion of ſuch as (though its effc&t upon your ſoul ) this Ad- 
dreſs of minc may poſlibly come to, Ihave rcligiouſly declared , that the 
P::\on who writit, had no unworthy or finiſter d:fi 1m of his own to gra- 
tifi: , much lefſe any other party whatcey:r; as tcing ncicther Courtier, 
Souldier, or Church=max , but a plain Co:mtry Gentleman, engaged on nci- 
ther (ide, who, has had leiſure, threuga the goodneſs of God) can» 
didly , and without paſſion. tocxamine the par:iculars which he has couch» 
ed, and cxp:Ats no other reward in the ſucceſs of it, then what Chri has 
promiſed in the Goſpe!z The Ben-diftion of the Peace Maker; and which he 
already feels in the diſcharge of his Conſcience being for his own particu- 
lar, lonz ſincereſolved with himſclf, to perfit in his Religion, and his loy» 
alty to the death, come what will; as bcing fully perlwaded, that all the 
periccutions. Joſs, and other accidents which may arrive him for it here, 

are not worthy to be compared to that eternall weight of glory which is to be revealed 
hereafter; and to the incxoreſſivle conſolation, which it will afford on his 
Death bed, when all cheſe guilded pleaſures will diſappeary this noiſe, and 
empty pompe 3 when»God (hall ſet all our ſinnes in order before ws ; and 
when, tc is certain, that the humble, and the peactable, the charitable, and 
the mcck, ſhallnot Jofe their reward , nor change their hopes, for all che 
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_rownes and the Scepters, the Lawrells, and the Trophies, which arbi- 
tious and (clt-ſecking men contend for, wich ſo much Tyranny and ia» 
Jaftice, 

: Let them therefore no longer deceive youz dear Sr, and as the guiſe of 
theſe vile men 's, tell you they arc the godly=party , under which for the 
preſent they weuld paſs, and courage themſelves in their wickeaneſſe, ſtop- 
ing their cars,and (hu ting their cycs againtt all thar has been taught and 
praiſed by the belt of Chriſhians,& holicſt of Saincs theſe (ixteen hundred 
years 2 Tou ſhall knw them by their fruits, do nren gather Grapes of Thornes » 
or Figs of Thijtles ? Bur fo, being miſerably gall'd with the remembrance 
of thcir impicti:s, an: the iteps by which they have aſcended to thoſe tears 
tul precepices, they ſeck to allay the fecrct pangs of a gnawing worme , 
by adopting che moſt prodigious of their Crimes into a Religion fitted for 
the purpoſe, and Verſatile as their giddy intereſt, till at laſt encouraged by 
the nun b:r of thriving proſclites and ſucceſſes, they grow feared and 
confident; ſwallowing all with caſe,and paſſing from one herelie to another;
